SAN FRANCISCO, \i?) — House- 
wives in the far west could be 
thankful today that their Thanks- 
giving Day turkeys were going to 
cost them from one to four cents a 
pound iess this year than they did

A United Press survey showed the 
biggest decline in Portland, where 
the average price this year was 28 
cents a pound compared to 32 a 
year ago.
